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The murder victim, Ann Marie 
Odlum, age 28, was found dead 
in her apartment after a police 
search. Police said she was a 
native of St. Croix, Virgin Is- 
lands, a U.S. territory. 

The identity of the second vic- 
tim is being withheld because 
she is a witness in the case. She 
was hospitalized for a gunshot 
wound to the jaw. No other in- 
formation was available about 
her condition. 


Police have released no infor- 
mation about the motive for the 
attacks, 
was a former girlfriend of the 
suspect. She was the niece of 
the second victim, a 34-year-old 
woman, police said. 


The second victim was shot 
while sitting in a vehicle in the 
5900 block of Cherrywood Ter- 
race, around 5:20 p.m. after 
being approached by a man with 
a handgun. She ran about a 
block and a half to the 5800 
block of Cherrywood Lane, 
where she began knocking on 


apartment doors asking for help. 


Information from witnesses 
led officers to believe that the 
suspect may have run into a 
nearby apartment on Cherry- 
wood Terrace. Greenbelt Police 
cordoned off the area and evac- 
uated dozens of people from 
nearby apartments, said police 
spokesman Officer George Math- 
ews. 


Many more people seeking ac- 
cess to their apartments were 
turned away, he said. The inci-

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A Greenbelt woman was bludgeoned and shot to death 
in a Springhill Lake apartment, and another woman was 
shot in the face nearby, apparently by the same suspect, 
on Thursday, December 1, police said. The suspect, a 35- 
year-old Capitol Heights man, is being sought by police.

Greenbelt Police called county 
police for assistance, said Math- 
ews. They sent in their Emer- 
gency Services Team to search 
the apartment. At this time, the 
body of the victim, lying face 
down, was discovered. 

While the apartment was be- 
ing cordoned off and searched, a 
command post was set up near- 
by at Springhill Lake Elementary 
School, said Mathews. A Christ- 
mas play was allowed to con- 
tinue after security concerns— 
related not to the search but to 
extra traffic generated by police 
activities—were allayed. 

Mathews said it had been sev- 
eral years since the Springhill 
Lake area had experienced a 
homicide, 

A warrant has been issued for 
Ralph Herring, age 35, of Cap- 
itol Heights, Md. for first degree 
murder and other charges. He 
is described as a black male, 
5710”, with a thin build and a 


potbelly. He is also said to have 


“a bounce in his walk.” He may 
be in possession of a silver hand- 
gun. His vehicle is described as 
a 1986 bluish gray Ford van 
with windows on all sides, bear- 
ing Virginia tags ABV-5454. 

Anyone with information that 
may be relevant to the case is 
urged to call the Greenbelt Po- 
lice Criminal Investigations Unit 
at 507-6530. Such information is 
strictly confidential and inform- 
ants need not identify them- 
selves, said Mathews. 





GHI May Hold Special 


Meeting on Three Petitions

At the December 1 meeting of the Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. Board of Directors, GHI member Sherry Garten pre- 
sented three petitions signed by approximately 50 GHI 


members. 


Two of the petitions concerned a desire for no 


budget increases in 1995 and in 1996 - 1998. The third 
petition called for the removal of the President of the 


Board of Directors. 


According to GHI bylaws, a 
special membership meeting 
must be called within 45 days 
of the filing of a petition signed 
by at least 50 members. A peti- 
tion was filed last year calling 
for no increases in the 1994 bud- 
get. Following a special member- 
ship meeting in December, the 
1994 budget was adjusted to 
keep member charges at the 1993 
level. 


Petitions on Budget 

The petition on the 1995 bud- 
get was circulated under the 
title “Just Say No! to GHI 
Monthly Fee Increases for 1995.” 
The specific motion that the 
members would be asked to vote 
on is: “That the 1995 member- 
ship fee be kept at or below the 
total 1994 membership fees.” The 
1995 budget, as just passed, calls 


for an average increase in mem- 
ber’s monthly charges of approx- 
imately 1.6%. The changes from 
1994 to 1995 charges range from 
basically no change for the ma- 
sonry homes to 2.8% increase for 
the frame homes. 

A second petition was filed en- 
titled “Just Say No! to GHI 
Monthly Fee Increases for 1996, 
1997, 1988 (EXCEPT TAXES)” 
The text referred to increased 
fees discouraging home § sales. 
The specific motion to be voted 
on at a membership meeting is: 
“That—for 1996, 1997, and 1998 
—any increase in the membership 
fee be limited to what is re- 
quired to cover projected tax in- 
creases.”

Council Doggedly Attacks Agenda

The November 29 meeting 
of the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil went to the dogs early in 
the evening with the presen- 
tation of the city’s award 
winning police canine and 
his handler. Later council 
dealt with a dog of a ven- 
tilation system at the police 
station, moved to put teeth 
in city election laws and 


received reports on a pro- 


posed dog park. In other 
issues council agreed to ap- 


peal a county zoning decision . 


regarding Capital Office 


Park. 
Gus Busses Mayor 

City Police Officer Michael La- 
nier and his dog Gus won two 
awards at the National Field 
Trials of Canine Units. Gus 
placed fifth in the overall] compe- 
tition and took first place in the 
outdoor field trials. Lt. John 
Lann proudly told council] that 
Gus was the first dog in the 
three year history of the compe- 
tition to get a perfect score. 

Gus apparently was not con- 
vinced that the councilmembers 
were outstanding citizens. Lanier 
explained that ‘the dog was jum- 
py because usually when he en 
ters a new building it is to do a 
search. However, when taken 
up to the council table, Gus 
hammed it up, putting his front 


paws up and giving Mayor An- 
toinette Bram a sloppy kiss. 
Police Station 

Council authorized spending 
up to $7,500 to hire a registered 
professional mechanical engineer 
to design modifications to the 
heating/ventilating/air condition- 
ing system at the police station. 
According to Celia Wilson, direc- 
tor of the city’s department of 
planning and community develop- 
ment, “there have been recurring 
problems with proper and ade- 
quate control of interior build- 
ing temperatures” since the 
building was opened in 1989. The 
city has already spent more than 
$35,000 on various system fixes, 
Wilson and City Manager Daniel 
Hobbs are now convinced that 
more extensive review and modi- 
fications are required. — 

Council also authorized City 
Solicitor Robert Manzi to explore 
possible legal action to attempt 
to recover the cost of the requir- 
ed repairs. 

Capital Office Park 

The county Planning Board in 
October approved Capital Office 
Park’s preliminary plan of sub- 
division for three additional 
buildings. The board did not in- 
corporate any of the proposed 
conditions requested by the city. 
The conditions included steps to 
ensure that necessary road im- 
provements are completed before 
the buildings are occupied, con- 
tributions by the developer to 


fund additional police officers 
and requirements for city site 
plan review and bicycle related 
improvements. The city’s ap- 
peal will be ‘based upon the 
timeliness of needed transporta- 
tion improvements and the in- 
terpretation of the county’s 
adequate public facilities ordin- 
ance. 
Dog Park 

Both the Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) and the Park and 
Recreation Advisory Board (PR 
AB) reviewed a citizen proposal 
for a dog park within the city. 

Both boards recommended 
council approval of the concept 
of the dog park, but both also 
identified issues needing further 
consideration. 

APB asked that site plans for 
both proposed locations (Schrom 
Hills Park and a city-owned par- 
cil on Hanover Drive) and cost 
estimates be prepared. In addi- 
tion, the members asked that city 
staff draft maintenance guide- 
lines and rules of use. 

PRAB identified a number of 
issues including liability, funding, 
parking, disposal of waste and 
park appearance. 

Council] accepted the reports 
without discussion as part of the 
consent agenda. The proposal 
will be considered by council at 
the January 9 regular meeting.

Armed Robberies 

An armed robbery occurred in 
the rear parking lot at Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School around 2 
p.m. on November 238.

When one of the sus- 
pects displayed what appeared 
to be a small semiautomatic 
handgun, the victim turned over 
the money he was carrying. Both 
suspects then fled the scene They

A second armed robbery took 
place near the Safeway store 
shortly after midnight on Dec. 1.

Burglaries
